Ex-armed forces chief guns 
for PM over lack of funding

THE former head of the UK’s 
armed forces has called on Gordon 
Brown to address the “huge imbal¬ 
ance” between military commit¬ 
ments and funding. 

In an interview with Kent on Sunday, 
Admiral The Lord Boyce, the former Chief of 
Defence Staff from 2001-2003, said the mes¬ 
sage needed to be “drilled in” to the Prime 
Minister. 

The retired naval commander, who is Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports and Constable of 
Dover Castle, criticised Mr Brown for giving 
Defence Secretary Des Browne the second job 
of Scottish Secretary 

And he spoke of his fear that the war in 
Afghanistan would be lost unless other 
European countries sent reinforcements to aid 
Britain’s overstretched soldiers. 

“The defence slice of the country’s budget 
has got smaller and smaller over the last 
years,” Lord Boyce told KoS. 

“As that’s gone down, our levels of activity have 
gone up and there’s clearly a huge imbalance.” 

Although the total defence budget rose from 
£32 billion last year to £33.4bn for 2007-08, 


Lord Boyce said that represented barely two 
per cent of the nation’s GDP - and should be 
closer to three per cent. 

The 64-year-old, whose official residence is 
at Walmer Castle, Deal, said Mr Brown’s deci¬ 
sion to split the defence and Scotland jobs was 
an insult to troops. 

“That’s felt very strongly in particular by 
the people who are fighting wars in 
Afghanistan and Iraq,” he said. 

“Their lives are in danger, they see some of 
their friends being killed or being maimed and 
they look to the top and they see a person 
who’s only part-time. 

Judgement 

“They feel this shows a complete lack of 
commitment by the Government to the 
activities they’re actually engaged upon. It 
shows a lack of judgement by the Government 
in having someone who is not a full-time 
Secretary of State.” 

Lord Boyce emphasised that he was not crit¬ 
icising Mr Browne, but rather the PM. 

“The perception of the people is they don’t 
have a full-time boss at a time when they’re at 
war,” he added. 

Lord Boyce called on Mr Brown to increase 
defence funding. 

‘What he needs to do is recognise the fact 
that at the moment the forces are over-com¬ 
mitted and he needs to make sure they’re 


properly resourced. Somehow that message 
has got to be drilled in.” 

He said Mr Brown needed to act quickly in one 
area where British forces are currently deployed 
-Afghanistan, The manpower situation there is 
“creaking”, with soldiers not getting enough rest 
between tours, said Lord Boyce. 

And he warned that the war would be lost 
without more troops from Britain’s allies in 
Nato. 

“Some of the big countries in Nato are failing 
to step up to the line and provide troops in the 
more dangerous areas, which I find to be 
extraordinary and actually somewhat unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“The campaign will only be winnable provid¬ 
ing there is commitment from the alliance to 
put sufficient manpower in.” 

In a defence debate in the House of Lords, 
just over a week ago, Lord Boyce condemned 
the Government’s defence funding. 

“This negative budget is why if you go to the 
Ministry of Defence today you will find blood 
on the floor as the defence programme is 
slashed to meet the desperate funding situa¬ 
tion,” he said. 

But a spokesman for the MoD told KoS that 
Britain’s armed forces have had their longest 
period of sustained real growth in planned 
defence spending since the 1980s. 

He added: ‘We welcome any informed debate

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Is Dave the 
Dolphin dead? 

FEARS have been raised that Dave 
the Dolphin may have been killed 
because the mammal has not been 
seen for three weeks. 

The popular bottlenose dolphin, 
nicknamed Dave before it emerged it 
was female, has been a regular visitor 
to the east Kent coast around 
Sandgate for the last 20 months. 

Dave has been injured a number of 
times, sustaining cuts to a dorsal fin 
that appeared to have been caused by 
a boat’s propeller blade. 

Laura Stansfield, from the Whale 
and Dolphin Conservation Society, 
said she feared for Dave’s life. 

She said: ‘We all fell in love with 
Dave and hope it has simply moved 
away Solitary dolphins have been 
known to reunite with their own kind 
and this would be the best outcome. 

“However, the UK’s other bottlenose 
dolphins are all quite far away and we 
are fearful that because of her disabil¬ 
ity, or some interaction out at sea, 
that it may have been killed.” 

Dave was last spotted in the sea 
near Sandgate in early November, 
when it was in fine form, leaping 
above the waves. 

The British Divers Marine Life 
Rescue Group is appealing for anyone 
who sees Dave to get in touch with 
them by calling 01825 765546.

Euro station 
will be ‘easy 
escape route’ 
for terrorists

TERRORISTS could use 
Ebbsfleet International 
to escape the UK 
because they see it as 
a “soft touch”, according 
to an MR 

Adam Holloway, Tory MP for 
Gravesham, raised concerns in 
Parliament after he found out 
that there were no plans to 
have a permanently manned 
immigration control at the 
new £100 million rail station. 

Instead, the Border and 
Immigration Agency can man 
Ebbsfleet station, which 
opened on November 19, when 
“the need arises”. 

The Home Office said it was 
happy with the current system 
whereby Eurostar passengers 
returning to the UK are 
checked by British immigra¬ 
tion officers in France and 
Belgium - known as ‘juxta¬ 
posed controls’. 

But Mr Holloway said there 
should be similar checks on 
British soil. 

He told Kent on Sunday that 
although he was happy with 
the juxtaposed border controls, 
Ebbsfleet was left open to 
abuse by people looking to 
escape the country quickly and 
easily, such as criminals and 
even terrorists. 

“We will have no idea who is 
leaving the country,” he said. 

“I don’t really want the 
96,000 people in my con¬ 
stituency to have an interna¬ 
tional station on their doorstep 
onto which people who have 
committed crimes, or perhaps 
a terrorist act, can get out of

the country in a 10-minute 
boarding process. 

“I would much prefer to not 
have a soft touch literally right 
on the edge of my population.” 

The former Army officer 
added: “It doesn’t matter really 
where you check people when 
they are coming in. 

“But if I was planning some 
sort of terrorist operation or a 
crime, I would think ‘sleepy 
Ebbsfleet station with a few 
trains coming in every day - 
that will get me right over onto 
the Continent’.” 

A spokesman for the Home 
Office confirmed to KoS that 
there are no fixed passport 
controls for people leaving UK 
ports and airports. 


He added: “The Border and 
Immigration Agency has the 
legal power and capability to 
put in place embarkation con¬ 
trols at Ebbsfleet should the 
need arise and will therefore be 
undertaking intelligence-led 
embarkation controls there.” 

The spokesman said that last 
year, juxtaposed controls in 
France and Belgium stopped 
16,898 people crossing the 
channel illegally and refused 
entry to a further 6,801. 

A spokesman for Eurostar 
said it was not appropriate for 
them to comment on Mr 
Holloway’s claims.

Last chance for 

bands to win a 

place on tour

UNSIGNED bands and solo acts 
are being given the chance to tour 
the globe on a “pimped out” dou¬ 
ble-decker bus. 

The fourth annual Britbus Tour kicks off 
next spring, and today is the last chance for 
Kent acts to get themselves on the bill. 

The tour is the brainchild of Kent singer- 
songwriter Julia Jones and will see the win¬ 
ning acts whisked off to far-flung comers of 
the globe, including China, America and 
Australia. 

It will be the first time the tour has ven¬ 
tured to China and Australia, although pre¬ 
vious US tours have led to success for some 
of the artists. 

Last year’s tour act The Crave have signed 
a deal with Harley-Davidson to make their 
debut single, Bring It On, the official song of 
the motorbike manufacturer’s 150th 
anniversary celebrations. Another, 2006 tour

stars Proxy, have since been signed by Island 
Records, home of U2, The Killers, Bon Jovi 
and PJ Harvey, and are preparing to release 
their debut single. 

Miss Jones, from Ashford, said: “The idea is 
to show off the best new bands in Britain to 
people all over the world. 

“The tour is a great experience, although 
the bus has a top speed of 45 miles an hour. 
We cover 4,000 miles in the US, so it can be 
tough, especially on young bands when we 


are travelling through the Nevada desert 
with no air conditioning. 

“But it is the trip of a lifetime and the most 
amazing way to see America.” 

Unlike in previous years, Miss Jones will 
actually be signing acts on the tour this year 
to the Britbus record label. 

She continued: “The tour has grown year on 
year and we have had real investment now. 

“It is all about self-promotion for the bands, 
we want acts that are switched on and that 
have bags of potential.” 

Midnight 

This year’s roadshow has attracted big 
name sponsors including Virgin Atlantic, 
Virgin Megastores, Gibson Guitars and Land 
Rover. 

It is open to all musical acts, and up to 1,000 
are expected to apply for the 2008 event. 

The tour starts in Shanghai in April before 
heading to America in May. The acts will 
then head to a number of major US cities, 
including Los Angeles, New York, San 
Francisco, Chicago and Washington DC. 

It returns to the UK for the summer, where 
the bus is expected to pull up at several fes¬ 
tivals, before heading out to Australia in 
October. 

Acts have until midnight tonight to apply 
for the tour, which they can do online at 
www.myspace.com/thebritbustour. 

A showcase event featuring acts Richard 
Lewis, Alice and Paul Dunton will take place 
at the Sandgate Hotel on Wednesday. Tickets 
are £5 and the show starts at 7pm.

“Kelly has been a fantastic 
part of the programme and she 
will be sorely missed by everyone 
on the show who would also like 
to express their deepest sympa¬ 
thy to Kelly and her family at 
this difficult time.”

Officer ‘advised’ over 
supergrass documents 

A KENT police officer been given “words of 
advice” after wrongfully disclosing informa¬ 
tion during a court case involving a man who 
was later shot dead. 

The action followed a complaint to the 
Independent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) by Matthew Clements - who died 
after he was shot in the chest in Chilham on 
November 18. 

The 41-year-old former gym owner and 
doorman from Ashford claimed that docu¬ 
ments labelling him a “supergrass” were 
shown to co-defendants during a trial at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

A spokesman for the IPCC said: “The IPCC 
investigation of a complaint from Matthew 
Clements about the unauthorised disclosure 
of statements by Kent Police has resulted in 
words of advice being given to an officer. 

“No further action will be taken as result of 
the investigation.” 

Kent Police spokesman Jon Parker said: 
“Kent Police is in agreement with the conclu¬ 
sions and recommendations made by the IPCC. 

“The officer subject of the complaint has 
received words of advice from a senior officer.” 

Sudan jailing ‘absurd’ 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury has branded 
as “absurd” the decision by a Sudanese court 
to jail a British teacher for allowing her class 
to name a teddy bear Mohammed. 

Gillian Gibbons, 54, was sentenced to 15 
days in prison, after which she is to be deport¬ 
ed back to the UK. 

Dr Rowan Williams said: “I can’t see any jus¬ 
tification for this at all. 

“I think that this is an absurdly dispro¬ 
portionate response to what is at best a 
minor cultural faux pas and I think that 
it’s done the Sudanese Government no 
credit whatever.” 

Ms Gibbons was spared the harshest sen¬ 
tence available for the crime - 40 lashes. 

Foreign minister David Miliband has sum¬ 
moned the Sudanese ambassador to explain 
the decision. 

He said: “We are extremely disappointed 
that the charges against Gillian Gibbons were 
not dismissed. 

“Our clear view is that this is an innocent 
misunderstanding by a dedicated teacher. 
Our priority now is to ensure Ms Gibbons’ 
welfare.”

‘Cap individual 
party donations’ 


A SENIOR Labour MP has 
described the scandal surrounding 
illegal donations to the party as a 
“policy failure” and called for a cap 
on the amount that individuals can 
donate. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman, MP for South Thanet 
- and a vice chairman of the Labour Party - 
conceded the fiasco surrounding proxy dona¬ 
tions made by property developer David 
Abrahams could be seen as incompetence by 
the Labour Party 

General secretary Peter Watt resigned after 
it emerged that Mr Abrahams donated more 
than £650,000 through a number of friends 
and associates - a breach of funding rules 
brought in under the Labour government. 

Police are now expected to investigate the 
proxy donations, raising the prospect of 
Gordon Brown becoming the second Prime 
Minister to be questioned while in office - the 
first being Tony Blair. 

Mr Brown described the donations as unlaw¬ 
ful and “completely unacceptable”, but insisted 
he had known nothing about them. 

However, his chief fundraiser Jon Mendelsohn 
admitted he found out about them a month ago. 

Harriet Harman accepted £5,000 for her 
successful deputy leadership campaign from 
Janet Kidd, a proxy for Mr Abrahams. Mrs 
Harman has insisted she “complied with the 
letter and spirit of the law”.

Dr Ladyman, a vice chairman of the party, 
told Kent on Sunday he “didn’t know anything” 
about the donations and said he did not know 
Mr Abrahams personally, although he did recall 
attending a meeting with him at one point. 

He said: “If it’s sleaze, the Electoral 
Commission will prosecute us. We set them up 
to have that power. 

“I happen to believe it was a failure in the 
way policy was implemented - you can call it 
incompetence if you want. The general secre¬ 
tary has lost his job, you can’t do more than 
that. He has done the honourable thing and 
resigned and I think it is very sad.” 

Democracy 

Dr Ladyman said that he felt there was a 
role for the state funding of parties, but insist¬ 
ed private donations should not be banned. 

He continued: “I don’t think you can do away 
with private donations in their entirety. 
Individuals are entitled to donate their money 
to any cause they like. I think giving money to 
a political party is a worthy thing. It is con¬ 
tributing to our democracy. 

“I think there is a role for a cap on individual 
donations. The Labour Party and the Liberal 
Democrats have put forward a proposal in the 
past, but the Tories rejected it. 

“They don’t want the cap because they have 


Lord Ashcroft and several other millionaires 
making big donations. I think it will have to be 
done in spite of the Tories with new legislation 
in Parliament. 

“I’d be perfectly happy with £50,000 (as the 
limit for donations), but it can’t apply to trade 
unions. 

“You have individuals giving their fivers to 
the trade union and eventually it will exceed 
the limit. It is treated as one donation, but 
effectively it is hundreds of small donations.” 

In October, the MPs’ Register of Interests 
showed Dr Ladyman accepted an undisclosed 
donation from the managing director of 
Summit Aviation, a Thanet company that 
maintains and repairs jet engines. 

He said he has turned down donations that 
“fell outside the rules”. 

A Conservative Party spokesman said the 
Tories had put forward their own proposals for 
a £50,000 cap on individual donations, but 
said talks collapsed because Labour was not 
prepared to stop accepting large amounts from 
trade unions. 

He said: “Clearly we need to get trust back 
into the process of funding political parties. 

‘We had put forward these proposals for a 
cap, which would mean the Labour Party 
wouldn’t be able to be funded in the way they 
are by trade unions. That’s where the talks 
broke down.”

Victim’s funeral 

MOURNERS gathered at the funeral of the 
murdered Scottish schoolgirl whose 
remains were discovered in a Kent garden. 

The service for Vicky Hamilton took place 
at Redding Parish Church, near Falkirk, at 
noon on Friday. 

The 15 year old was then laid to rest in 
her father’s funeral plot at Grandsable 
Cemetery in Polmont, Stirlingshire. 

Rev Geoffrey Smart, who led the service, 
told Miss Hamilton’s friends and family: ‘We 
come to remember Vicky as she was - a 
young girl with her whole life ahead of her, 
who was taken from us by this act of evil.” 

Her skeleton was found in the garden of 
50 Irvine Drive in Margate where police 
also discovered the remains of 18-year-old 
Dinah McNicol. 

Miss Hamilton’s remains were found 16 
years after she disappeared from Bathgate 
in West Lothian, Scotland. 

Peter Tobin, 61, who used to live at the 
house, has been charged with her murder. 

Mag says sorry 

A CELEBRITY gossip magazine has pub¬ 
lished an apology after it printed a sticker 
making fun of Jordan’s disabled son.

Milage ‘under 
threat’ again 

A NEW environmental threat has emerged 
against a Kent beauty spot. 

The village of Wye, which is in the Kent 
Downs Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, 
fought off a massive plan last year to build 
thousands of new homes, but new propos¬ 
als have been put forward for development. 

A map has been published by Ashford 
Borough Council which features “sites sub¬ 
mitted by people/organisations who have a 
vested interest in promoting land for devel¬ 
opment at Wye”. 

The council has since confirmed it is con¬ 
sidering “somewhere in the region of 75 
homes” in and around the village by 2020 
and has consulted with landowners over 
possible sites. 

The map appeared on the campaigning 
wattyler.com website. 

The website said: “Wye may have saved 
itself from the grand vision of Imperial 
College by defeating plans to build 4,000 
houses last year, but that bloody nose does¬ 
n’t appear to have put it or a host of other 
would-be developers off having another go. 
You’ll see the village is about to have anoth¬ 
er fight on its hands.” 

Richard Alderton, Ashford Borough 
Council’s head of planning and develop¬ 
ment, told Kent on Sunday: “There is a 
requirement to find suitable development 
land within the principle villages within the 
borough. 

“For Wye, there is a need for somewhere 
in the region of 75 homes over the next 14 
years. This represents organic growth on a 
realistic, gradual scale in relation to the size 
of the village.” 

He said the move had nothing to do with 
Imperial College’s previous proposals and 
promised that there would be detailed con¬ 
sultations with villagers over any plans. 

The battle to protect Wye from Imperial’s 
plans for a massive housing estate and sci¬ 
ence park featured in a book published this 
year by David Hewson, a novelist whose web¬ 
site helped kill off the controversial project.

Freight terminal would 
ruin country character 



THOUSANDS of people have 
protested against a controversial 
plan to build a freight terminal 
the size of 100 football pitches 
next to a picturesque Kent village. 

Maidstone council has received about 
1,500 letters of complaint and 1,500 emails 
opposing the proposed Kent International 
Gateway in Bearsted during its six-week 
public consultation period. 

Developers lodged the plans with the 
council last month. 

They say the site is the best location in the 
county for a road-rail interchange that will 
take freight off the busy M20 and transfer it 
on to trains to the Continent. 

But residents have made it clear to the 
council that they do not want it in Bearsted

as they fear it will ruin the character of the 
village and surrounding countryside. 

The council will still accept comments 
from the public until it makes its decision on 
the application by February 13. 

It acted this week to ensure historic trees 
- including English oaks - on the proposed 
KIG site are protected until the planning 
decision is made. 

The council has imposed six preservation 
orders on individual trees, groups of trees 
and three woodlands on the 11-hectare site. 

The trees of special value include beech, 
hornbeam, elm, ash, birch, hazel, hawthorn 
and field maples. 

Senior landscape officer Deanne 


Cunningham said: “These orders give imme¬ 
diate protection; no unauthorised works can 
now be carried out to the trees without the 
permission of the local planning authority. 

“This should stop any works which could 
harm the trees before the planning applica¬ 
tion is decided.” 

So far eight landowners have received 
details of the orders, which have also been 
copied to the local parish councils and 
around 50 local residents whose land face or 
join the site. 

The orders will be automatically con¬ 
firmed providing the council gets no objec¬ 
tions to them - if they do they will have to be 
considered before the orders can be made 
permanent.

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Closure will gamble 
with addicts’ future 


A TREATMENT and support cen¬ 
tre for gambling addicts faces clo¬ 
sure after a local council withdrew 
vital funding. 

The Gordon House Association is the only 
specialist provider of residential treatment 
for gamblers in the UK. 

Centres are run in Kent and the West 
Midlands for people with the most serious 
gambling addictions. 

But a funding crisis has hit the Beckenham 
centre, which is home to 13 men with compul¬ 
sive gambling habits. Many of the gamblers 
treated at the centre have been left homeless 
or even suicidal. 

Bromley Council told KOS Media it is no 
longer able to provide funding for the home. 
It claimed that it should instead be paid for 
by the Government or the gambling industry. 

Kevin Farrell-Robert, the charity’s chief 
executive, said: (t We face losing a third of the 
bed spaces available to gambling addicts in 
this country. It is a huge blow. 

“It is a very significant decision they 
[Bromley Council] have made, but we appre¬ 
ciate why. 

“It should be either central Government, or 
since the new Gambling Act [2005], compa¬ 
nies now have a responsibility to fund 
research into addictive gambling and provide 
help to those affected by it.” 

The Responsibility in Gambling Trust 
(RIGT) is a charity that receives receives £4 
million a year in voluntary funding from the 
gambling industry to research and limit the

problem of gambling. 

John Greenway, chairman of the trust, said: 
“I am not optimistic that the Beckenham cen¬ 
tre will be able to continue. 

“They [the association] will have to speak to 
the director and a case will have to be put to 
the trustees. 

‘We agreed to keep them open until the end 
of March, but I think they understand that 
there is a problem after that. 

‘We are hugely sympathetic to their situa¬ 
tion, but the reality is we are a charity. The 
industry is paying more than ever before, but 
we are reaching a point where it is the end of 
what is practically possible.” 

Shortfall 

Mr Greenway called on the Government to 
give more support to gambling addicts. 

“These people have chronic and acute prob¬ 
lems with gambling - pathological mental 
health problems - more of this [funding] 
should come from the health service budget,” 
he said. 

Mr Farrell-Robert said the charity needed 
to make up a shortfall of just over £100,000 a 
year to keep the centre open. 

He said: “They [RIGT] could raise the 
amount if they had to. Not enough money is 
coming from the gambling industry.” 

Every time a bed becomes available he 
said there are five prospective addicts that 


are in desperate need, but the charity must 
make the difficult decision of choosing only 
one. 

‘We are reaching just five per cent of people 
with serious problems - we are just scratch¬ 
ing the surface. 

“Most of the people we help are already on 
the streets or in hostels - they have lost 
everything. We are quite simply not prepared 
to lose those beds,” he said. 

John is one of the addicts currently being 
treated at the Kent centre. 

He told how he had been a compulsive gam¬ 
bler for 15 years. 

The 30-year-old, who preferred not to give 
his surname, was homeless and attempted to 
commit suicide before getting help at the cen¬ 
tre. 

“I went to Gamblers Anonymous for two 
years and after every meeting I would go to a 
casino. 

“One or two hours a week is not enough.” 

A spokeswoman for Bromley Council said: 
“This is a national provision for problem gam¬ 
blers. 

“As such, it should be funded by central gov¬ 
ernment or the industry and Gordon House is 
currently campaigning to raise funds. 

“However, the council recognises the high 
standard of service provided and therefore 
agreed to extend the period of notice.”

‘The cheapest

Construction chief questions 
sustainabilit y of £9bn plans

THE Thames Gateway project 
could produce “cheap” and “isolat¬ 
ed” estates, according to a major 
developer. 

The criticism from Sir Stuart Lipton, the 
deputy chairman of Chelsfield Partners, 
came on the day that Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown and Housing Minister Yvette Cooper 
announced a £9 billion delivery plan for the 
controversial scheme. 

The plan includes the creation of 225,000 
jobs, up from the original target of 180,000, 
as well as the creation of infrastructure, edu¬ 


cation, transport schemes and an emphasis on 
environmental standards. 

Mr Brown said: “The Thames Gateway is an 
area of outstanding potential and post-indus¬ 
trial beauty stretching from the former dock¬ 
lands of east London to the Isle of Sheppey. 

“The river, along with the Government’s 
major investment on transport infrastructure, 
makes this one of the best connected areas in 
northern Europe. 

“The Thames Gateway is rich in opportuni¬ 
ty, aspiration and investment from both the 
public and private sectors. 

“No wonder the gateway is the perfect loca¬ 
tion to host the 2012 Olympic Games. As a 
combined regeneration and growth area, it 
offers an extraordinary potential for new 
jobs, more homes and a better environment

‘We need to focus on community here - 
what’s the vision? A new quarter for London or 
the cheapest estates money can buy? Right 
now it is probably the latter. 

“I haven’t heard any new plans for any civic 
facilities. Are we going for quality? Will we 
build communities and abandon the idea of a 
huge gateway project? 

“Every school we build gives us a vision. Do 
we build new ones proactively or will we wait 
to build them until the demand can be seen by 
the Treasury? We need proactivity. 

‘Will we realise we need strong businesses 
and employment centres? Will it have real 
community centres or low cost jobs?” 

Calamity 

Last month, the House of Commons Public 
Accounts Committee warned that the project 
could become a “public spending calamity”. 
Its report said that “significant improvement” 
of the Department for Communities and Local 
Government’s management of the scheme was 
necessary. 

Sir Stuart’s comments came during a debate 
at the Thames Gateway Forum event in 
London on Thursday. 

The debate, entitled ‘Is there now a stronger 
grip on the Thames Gateway’, opened with 
Property Week editor Giles Barrie asking: “Is 
it a huge, tottering Frankenstein of several 
disparate parts or is it a sleek machine?” 

Thames Gateway Partnership chief execu¬ 
tive Judith Armitt defended the project. 

She said: “I respect and accept the challenges. 
Believe me, I don’t want to spend my career 
drawing plans, I took this job to deliver the 
Thames Gateway. 

“When I say deliver a plan, I mean we’ll see 
plans for 27 new or refurbished schools, new 
health centres, three further education campuses. 

“Canary Wharf went through bad times. It is 
now a wonderful success, but we’re 20 years in. 
I think we have the ingredients for success.” 


THE sort of floods that caused havoc in the 
north of England this summer could hap¬ 
pen anywhere in the Thames Gateway. 

That was the dire warning from the 
Environment Agency’s Dave Wardle, 
issued during a discussion of the risks of 
building on floodplains at the Thames 
Gateway Forum in London on Thursday. 

Mr Wardle, the agency’s Thames Estuary 
programme executive, warned that tidal 
flood defences would do nothing to prevent 
flooding caused by severe rainfall. 

He said: “Around 35 per cent of the 
Thames Gateway is on a floodplain, most of 
which is a tidal floodplain. 

“The problems we’ve seen this summer in 
places like Hull were down to severe rain¬ 
fall. All of the Thames Gateway probably 
will, at some stage, be in danger of flooding 
from rainfall. We have to be careful how we 
manage the run off. 

“That’s the sort of risk we need to be 
thinking about, there are ways of manag¬ 
ing and reducing that risk.” 

He also said flood defences built in the 
wake of the 1953 floods that killed more 
than 300 people were coping better than 


THE Government’s architecture advi¬ 
sors have warned that the Thames 
Gateway could become “an urban 
wasteland of badly-designed housing 
estates and public spaces”. 

The Commission for Architecture 
and the Built Environment (Cabe) has 
called for a “step change in design 
quality”. 

Richard Simmons, Cabe’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said: “The recent Public Accounts 
Committee report warned the gateway 
risks becoming a public spending 
calamity, and criticised the lack of clear 
and co-ordinated objectives and meas¬ 
ures of progress. 

“The Calcutt Review emphasised that 


had originally been envisaged. 

He continued: “Because of our reaction to 
the flooding of 1953, we have created a sit¬ 
uation that vastly reduces the possibility of 
it happening again. In future we need to 
keep that flood defence in place.” 

Mr Wardle said that in the past, flood pol¬ 
icy had concentrated far more on preventing 
flooding than dealing with the consequences 
of it, but this was no longer the case. 

He added: ‘We are looking now at what 
happens if the defences fail or an extreme 
event occurs.” 

Also speaking was Will Rogers, associate 
director at international design and plan¬ 
ning company URS Corporation. He advo¬ 
cated the building of homes that were 
designed to cope with flooding. 

He said: ‘We might have situations where 
floods come in on the ground floor. People in 
Venice are used to this - they walk around 
in Wellington boots in the winter. 

“Many pubs flood and are designed to 
wash through. If a building is flood resilient 
it will reduce the cost of damage, if it floods 
the damage might run into hundreds, 
rather than tens of thousands of pounds.”

BETTER sex education in schools and 
condom advertising targeted at young 
people are key to tackling the nation’s sex 
disease epidemic, according to an expert. 

A recent report by the Health Protection Agency 
(HPA) found that diagnoses of HIV and other Sexually 
Transmitted Illnesses (STIs) were increasing. 

The results for NHS South East Coast, the Strategic 
Health Authority covering Kent, Surrey and Sussex, 
reflect the national trends with an increase in HIV 
diagnoses, particularly among gay men. 

The number of people being treated for HIV in 2006 had 
risen to 3,246 from 2,942 in the previous year, it found. 

A rising number of heterosexual men, particularly 
those from black ethnic minority communities, are 
being diagnosed with HIV, the HPA said. 

The sexual health of young adults has worsened with 
the report showing increases in sexually transmitted 
herpes and warts viruses. 

In Kent, one in ten young people screened through the 
National Chlamydia Screening Programme last year 
tested positive for the infection, the county’s Teenage 
Pregnancy Service said. 

Ruth Herron, who is the project manager of the serv¬ 
ice, is leading the drive to halve teen pregnancy rates in 
the county by 2010. 

Much of her work revolves around 
raising awareness of the dangers of 
unprotected sex - highlighting the risk 
of pregnancy and STIs - among Kent’s 
young people. 

She said: “There is a huge wealth of 
evidence to say we need to up the ante in 
schools. Young people want more sex 
education in a structured fashion, regu¬ 
larly repeated and not just a one-off day 

“It needs to start at a younger age. 

They want it to be less biological and 
more about relationships, communica¬ 
tion and negotiation.” 

Part of the strategy’s work has been 
encouraging schools to deliver better sex 
and relationship education, she said. 

Consequence 

She backed the Independent Advisor 
Group on Sexual Health and HIVs rec¬ 
ommendation this week for the ban on 
advertising condoms before the water¬ 
shed to be lifted. 

“The media is very sexualised, there are 
magazines in easy reach saying ‘who’s 
sleeping with who’ and there is lots of sex¬ 
ual innuendo in soaps. But they [children] 
see it without consequence - no one ever 
gets an infection. It is essential we give 
them good sex education and that par¬ 
ents are responsible and talk to their 
children about sex. We need to be more 
open about talking about sex,” she said. 

The HPA report recommended Primary 
Care Trusts (PCTs) should ensure Gum 
(sexual health) and HIV clinics worked 
efficiently to reduce the likelihood of STIs 
and HIV infections going undiagnosed 
and untreated. Mrs Herron said it was 
essential that PCTs made sure their Gum 
clinics met the Government set 48-hour 
targets for appointments. 

The quicker the infection is treated, 
the less chance of it being passed on to 
someone else, she said. 

A spokesman for Eastern and Coastal 
Kent PCT said it had a 100 per cent 
achievement record of meeting the target. 

In Kent, there are currently 677 people

being treated for HIV. In east Kent, the PCT said the 
amount had risen from 161 in 2005 to 212 in 2007. 

A spokesman said more people were coming forward to 
be tested but that only accounted for some of the increase. 

A nurse who works with HIV patients said: “We work 
closely with colleagues at the teenage pregnancy service 
and our health promotion service to focus on young peo¬ 
ple and those most at risk from STIs and HIV infection. 

‘We have a policy of working to access vulnerable peo¬ 
ple and engage with those most at risk from HIV.” 

She said the focus includes the most at risk groups iden¬ 
tified in the national report but also men in general who 
traditionally have a poor record of using NHS services. 

Mrs Herron said the groups most likely to become 
pregnant and have unprotected sex were young people 
with no aspirations. 

“It is very closely aligned with deprivation. Alcohol, 
binge drinking is a huge problem. We are teaching them 
to be safe, giving them the skills and self esteem to 
make good choices,” she added.

A SENIOR clergyman has criti¬ 
cised the county council for pro¬ 
moting secular ‘baby welcoming’ 
services ahead of Christenings. 

The Rt Rev Stephen Venner, the Bishop 
of Dover and Bishop in Canterbury, said 
the services, which Kent County Council 
promotes to parents of newborn babies, 
raised questions about the role of the local 
authority 

When the parents are given the birth cer¬ 
tificate at the Registrar’s Office, they are 
handed a glossy brochure entitled ‘A new 
little ‘un is a big thing 5 . 

The brochure promotes the service, called 
a Simply Perfect Kentish Welcoming 
Service, which can be carried out at the 
office or at a private venue such as a hotel 
or garden. 

Each one is tailored to the desires of the 
families, and involves the taking of vows, as 
well as music, poetry, readings and the 
naming of the baby 

Kent County Council holds around 150 of 
the services a year. 

For each service there is a charge of 
between £100 and £300, generating around 
£25,500 for the authority in the past year. 

Speaking to Christian magazine Outlook, 
the Rt Rev Venner said: ‘Whilst I have no 
objection to KCC offering a secular service 
for those who would like it, I do have prob¬ 
lems with them promoting these alterna¬ 
tives through the registration process. 

Opportunity 

“If people are to be made aware of servic¬ 
es, then KCC should include the provision 
of the various faith communities in any 
glossy brochures they are handing out and 
on their websites. 

“The role of government is to enable all 
sections of the community to have the serv¬ 
ices they need, not to promote just one 
option.” 

KCC also promotes the service through 
the website wwwakentishwelcoming.com, 
which states: “A Simply Perfect Kentish 
Welcoming Ceremony is a very special way 
of celebrating the birth of your child and 
welcoming the new arrival into the family 
and the wider community 

“It’s also an opportunity to declare, before 
family and friends, your promise to be as 
good a parent as you can and for adult 
friends or relatives to confirm their special 
relationship with your child. 

“A Simply Perfect Kentish Welcoming 
Ceremony is, in every sense, a unique occa¬ 
sion for everyone to feel involved as they

Bishop is on 
warpath to 
County Hall 
over secular 
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Understanding autism 


School support network helping 
young ASP sufferers to blossom

A SCHOOL is giving autistic 
children the chance to thrive and 
realise their potential through a 
special support programme. 

Simon Langton Grammar School for Boys 
in Canterbury set up the scheme three years 
ago to support youngsters with Autistic 
Spectrum Disorder (ASD) - commonly 
known as autism. 

Jan Newport is head of a team that includes 
three teaching assistants who are specially 
trained to handle and understand the six 
pupils with ASD currently in the department. 

Their work has been cited as an example by 
Kent County Council of the steps the authori¬ 
ty is taking to address the complex needs of 
youngsters with autism. 


This newspaper visited the school this week 
to look at its methods. 

The boys, aged 11-13, attend most lessons 
with the rest of the pupils, but they have secu¬ 
rity in the knowledge they can return to the 
department if they have a “meltdown”. 

Mrs Newport said: “Some children would 
not be at school, but the support here is 
immense. It was set up because there were 
these bright children who were not coping. 

“They have profound needs and we give 
them an environment where the anxiety is 
removed for them.” 

Mrs Newport, who trained as a chemistry 
teacher and has worked with autistic children 
for 15 years, admitted that the children with 


ASD at Langton were among the lucky ones. 

Their needs are understood and catered 
for, which can be a complex task for the staff 
because there is such a huge range of prob¬ 
lems that can arise from the disorder. 

Accessing the support offered at Langton 
is difficult because the pupils need state¬ 
ments of special educational need, which 
entitle them to services such as special 
schools or units within mainstream schools, 
one-to-one teaching or full-time assistance. 

Mrs Newport said there was a need to 
generate a “family environment” for the 
pupils while at the same time being strict 
about behaviour. 

The sense of calm is immediate on entering 
the department because children with ASD 
often experience hypersensitivity, which can 
make noise seem ten times the normal level. 

Calm room 

Each pupil has a work space with a com¬ 
puter, there is a calm room complete with a 
Lug mg’, which is used as a space to relax if 
they experience a ‘meltdown’ and other 
rooms they can work in if they can no longer 
cope in the main school environment. 

Mrs Newport said meltdowns mainly 
come in two extremes. Some children can 
drop to the ground in the foetal position or 
get very angry and explosive. 

Asked what triggered the episodes, she 
said: “They remember something as if it 
were yesterday. Our bad memories fade 
over time, but with autistic children it 
remains exactly as if it had just happened.” 

That makes it hard to predict when the 
child will no longer be able to cope, but their 
teaching assistant knows them so well they 
can often anticipate them, she said. 

Children often come to the school with 
severe behaviour problems but by under¬ 
standing how their ASD is affecting their 
perception of the world and the root of their 
anxiety, they become relaxed and able to 
achieve academically.

Mrs Newport said: “We listen to them and 
hear what they are saying.” 

When one child has a meltdown he recov¬ 
ers by hiding in a box, covered in a rug. 

“It might sound weird or funny, but if 
that’s what brings him back and it is not 
hurting anyone else then we won’t stop it,” 
Mrs Newport said. 

The aim with all of the children is that 
they will eventually fully integrate in the 
main school and need to come to the ASD 
department on fewer occasions. 

Depression a major factor for autistic chil¬ 
dren and two of the pupils at Langton have 
had suicidal thoughts since primary school, 
said Mrs Newport. This newspaper has pre¬ 
viously reported how Kent parents struggle 
to get statements for their children. 

Mrs Newport said it is difficult for autis¬ 
tic children to get statements because they 
can do well academically. She said getting 
some GPs to acknowledge the disorder is a 
problem. 

“One doctor told a boy he would end up 
stacking shelves in Tesco, when there is eveiy 
chance he could go to university,” she said. 

Mrs Newport said more children are 
being diagnosed with ASD and ADHD 
(Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder) 
every year, which is creating a lot more 
need for the kind of support available at 
Langton.

Carter too ‘frightened’ 
to fight for Widdv seat

COUNTY council leader Paul 
Carter has ruled himself out of 
the running to replace Ann 
Widdecombe as MP for Maidstone 
and The Weald. 

The Tory councillor told this newspaper that 
he preferred running England’s largest local 
authority to the idea of becoming a back¬ 
bencher in Parliament. 

The 52-year-old was elected to the county 
council in 1997 and represents the Maidstone 
Rural North ward. 

There had been some speculation that he may 
throw his hat into the ring, but he said the 
Tory candidacy for the parliamentaiy seat was 
made for a younger person. 

“I’ve been very lucky in life because I’ve 
always been my own boss,” said Cllr Carter. 

‘The idea of working as a backbench Member 
of Parliament and being told what to do by 
the chief whips frightens the life out of me. It 
wouldn’t make best use of my skill sets.” 

Cllr Carter, who runs property, construction 
and retail businesses in central London that 
are reported to be worth millions, took over as 
leader of KCC from Sandy Bruce-Lockhart in 
October 2005. 

KCC has an annual budget of about 
£2 billion and employs 35,000 people. 

Blogger Iain Dale, the former chief of staff 
to David Davis and local party activist Janice 
Small, a press officer for the party, are among 
more than 100 people who have put their 
name forward to be selected as their candidate 
for Maidstone. 

Julia Manning, who is on the Tories’ A-list of 
preferred candidates, is also understood to be in 
the running for the Maidstone candidacy. 

The married mother-of-two has worked in 
the NHS for 16 years as an optometrist and 
now runs her own business for people who 
are housebound. 

David Godfrey, former staff officer to Cllr

Carter’s predecessor, Lord Bruce-Lockhart, is 
also understood to have applied to become 
Tory candidate.

All of the candidates’ CVs are whittled down 
to about 20, who are then interviewed by 
members of the local association on December 
15 and 16. 

In mid-January the 20 will be reduced to 
between four and six and the final selection will 
be made by local members later that month.

THE head of Kent’s biggest brew¬ 
ery has warned of disaster and the 
return of the cross-Channel boot¬ 
leggers if the Government contin¬ 
ues to hike up tax on beer. 

Jonathan Neame, chief executive of 
Faversham brewer Shepherd Neame, said 
the future for pubs and breweries looked 
bleak if the price of a pint continued to rise. 

Over the last decade, the Government has 
raised the duty rate on beer by 30 per cent, 
while duty on spirits has remained the same. 

Mr Neame went to Westminster this week 
to speak at the Commons on behalf of the All 
Party Parliamentary Beer Group to request a 
freeze on beer duty in the next budget. 

He said: “The simple message is that if peo¬ 
ple care about their local pub and about beer 
and tomorrow’s children not being attacked 
by bootleggers, we have to persuade the 
Government that the policy of the last 10 
years is wrong and we need to reverse it. 



“If we do not it would be a disaster for society 
and the Government would raise less money. 

“If taxation goes up any further on beer the 
flood gates will be re-opened for smuggling. 

‘When bootleggers and smugglers are sell¬ 
ing beer they do it in a very unscrupulous 
way. They actively target the poorest and 
youngest and it’s not just beer, but drugs and 
tobacco and spirits and so on.” 


Mr Neame also claimed pubs were not to 
blame for the rise in binge drinking and anti¬ 
social behaviour in town centres. 

He continued: “The evidence is clear that 
people are drinking and getting heavily 
drunk before they leave home and they are 
getting heavily drunk on products that aren’t 
beer, like spirits and cider. 

“The Government is rightly concerned 
about this, and so is the industry. 

“Beer is the lowest form of alcohol, at just 
four per cent, compared with cider, which is 
six or seven per cent, wine, which is 13 or 14 
per cent, and spirits are higher still. 

“What has happened in the last ten years is 
that the lowest form of alcohol has had the 
highest rate of tax increases, while vodka 
hasn’t gone up at all.” 

Mr Neame said 36 major UK breweries had 
shut in the last ten years and pubs were clos¬ 
ing at a rate of 50 a month, losing 40,000 jobs. 

He added: “The industry is having to absorb 
the impact of the smoking ban. The industry 
has been down eight per cent in September 
and October. There has never been less beer 
sold in pubs in this country since the 1850s, 
with the exception of the Great Depression in 
1931 and 1932.” 


Riverside construction companies named 


THE developers who will build the first 600 
houses in a major regeneration area in 
Medway have been named as Crest 
Nicholson pic and BioRegional Quintain. 

The deal is worth £108 million for the 
houses at Rochester Riverside in 2009. 

The two companies were chosen by 
landowners and project partners Medway 
Council and the South East England 
Development Agency. 

The full council still needs to ratify the 
deal in January. 

Along with the homes on the seven- 


hectare site, will be parks, shops, offices and 
cafes. Eventually, 2,000 homes will be built 
along with hotels, bars, and community 
facilities, including a new primary school 
and health centre. 

Affordable housing, a quarter of the total, 
will be provided and managed by registered 
social housing landlord Hyde Housing 
Group. 

So far more than £80m of public invest¬ 
ment has gone into land assembly, site 
clearance and flood defences, making this 
one of the biggest brownfield regeneration 


sites in the Thames Gateway with 30 
hectares cleared and flood-defended. 

The works have included a new 2.5 kilo¬ 
metre river wall and two new creeks. 

The site has been raised by up to two 
metres using material dredged from the 
River Thames and brought in along the 
River Medway. 

The council said ultimately, the area will 
see the creation of 16,000 new homes and 
more than 20,000 jobs in a city of 300,000 
people making it larger than major towns 
like Reading and Brighton.

STEEP train fare increases that 
could cost commuters hundreds of 
pounds extra each year have been 
slammed as “daylight robbery”. 

Southeastern trains has announced an 
average 6.8 per cent rise in the cost of reg¬ 
ulated fares, such as season tickets and 
standard returns, and an average 4.8 per 
cent rise in unregulated fares, such as 
cheap-day returns. The prices will come 
into effect in January. 

It means the cost of commuter travel to the 
capital from Kent would rise by several 
pounds a ticket, with the steepest rise on 
weekly season tickets to London from Hayes, 
up 14.5 per cent from £24.80 to £28.50. 

From Ashford, the weekly tickets will cost 
10.5 per cent more, rising from £78.30 to 
£86.50. 

An annual season ticket from Canterbury 
to London will leap from £3,132 to £3,480, a 
rise of more than 11 per cent. 

Gerry Doherty, leader of the Transport 
Salaried Staff Association, said passengers 
were being “held to ransom”. 

He said: “This amounts to daylight robbery 
because many commuters have no alterna¬ 
tive when it comes to getting to work. Both 
the Treasury and the private rail companies 
are benefiting at the passengers expense.” 

Anthony Smith, chief executive of rail 
watchdog Passenger Focus, said the prices 
rises would hit Kent commuters harder 
than those in any other part of the country. 

He said: “This is the reality of the 
Government’s strategy for our railways. 
Passengers should brace themselves for 
fare rises from now until 2014 as their con¬ 
tribution to railway services nearly doubles 
from £5 billion to £9bn each year. They will 
rightly expect a better service for this. 

(t We are only being given a partial picture. 
The industry has published average figures 
which mask rises on individual routes. Many 
will have to fork out hundreds of extra 
pounds for their next annual season ticket.” 

A Southeastern spokesman said: “The 
company recognises no-one likes having to 
pay more, and naturally fare increases are 
unpopular. But government policy is to 
recoup more of the cost of the rail service 
from those who use it, rather than relying 
on the taxpayer to subsidise it. This was 
reiterated in the recent White Paper, 
Delivering a Sustainable Railway, and is 
necessarily achieved through partly fares. 

“The company is operating more services, 
performance is at record levels, many of our 
stations are looking lighter and brighter, we 
are on course to introduce high-speed serv¬ 
ices by December, 2009, complaints are 
down and customer praise has increased. 

“So in return for increased revenue, good 
progress is being made and the quality of 
service and value for money we’re providing 
to our passengers is improving. 

“Our most recent National Passenger 
Survey of the views of25,000 rail passengers 
shows only two in five passengers think they 
get value for money.”

If you’ve been driving around the county recently 
you may have noticed ‘crash site’ signs, which 
feature an image of a motorcyclist. These signs 
have been installed by Kent Highway Services to 
raise awareness of the vulnerability of 
motorcyclists and other road users. 

We’re installing the signs close to the sites of 
previous motorcycle crashes that have occurred 
within the last five years. We’ve combined them with 
‘Think Bike’ posters at targeted junctions to remind 
car drivers to watch out for bikers before moving off. 

Most of us know that motorcyclists are vulnerable- 
they have less protection around them and are 
harder to see, but do we always make enough 
effort to look for them? We want to make sure that 
both drivers and motorcyclists are well aware of 
the dangers, particularly as weather and lighting 
conditions constantly change. 

However, a lot of motorcyclist crashes happen 
with no other vehicle involved. Loss of control 
is a particular factor which typically comes from 
a combination of poor speed choice and road 
positioning. 

Incidents caused by lack of attention are just as 
avoidable. Particular attention needs to be given 



at junctions where vehicles are turning right 
because bikers are especially vulnerable to car 
drivers pulling out in front of them. This has been 
a factor in many crashes this year. 

We hope that these signs will encourage you to 
pay more attention, whether you’re a biker or a 
driver - and help us to bring down the number 
of motorcyclist injuries.

HGVs and abnormal loads are part of 
everyday driving on Kent’s roads and 
many businesses and consumers depend 
on the goods being carried. However, we 
also need to protect Kent’s routes that are 
not suitable for such big vehicles. That’s 
why Kent Highway Services works in 
partnership with freight associations, the 
police and other bodies to promote good 
practice and help keep Kent moving. 

We provide signing to direct lorry traffic 
to and from commercial premises by 
the appropriate routes and information 
about restricted bridges. There are also 
rules governing the size of vehicles that 
can freely travel on the public highway. 
If you want to move a load that exceeds 
the standard criteria and it cannot be 
broken down into smaller loads, it will 
be classed as an abnormal load and 
you must notify the appropriate 
authority. If your vehicle is heavy, you’ll 
need to notify us, the police, Medway 
Council, the Highways Agency, as well 
as bridge owners such as Network Rail. 
Please contact us, with details of your 
abnormal load, on 08458 247 800 or 
email kcc@abloads.com 

Once we’ve received a request to move 
an abnormal load, we’ll consider the 
proposed route by looking at the known 
strength of bridges, the safe clearance 
under bridges and any other 
restrictions along the way. 

Bridges can pose a particular problem 
for both HGVs and abnormal loads. 


Some of Kent’s bridges are weak and 
protected by a structural weight limit to 
ensure that no damage is caused to 
them by overloading. Some bridges may 
have an environmental limit imposed, 
which is used to discourage HGVs from 
using a road as a through route, but 
may also be related to physical 
difficulties in road alignment or width. 

If you’re driving a larger vehicle, you 
also need to pay attention to height 
restrictions on bridges. Only bridges 
with less than i6’-6’ (5.03m) minimum 
actual clearance over the carriageway 
are signed and you should always know 
your vehicle height, including the load, 
never try to guess it. 

If your vehicle height is i 6’3” (4.95m) 
or less then plan your route using the 
mapping on www.elgin.gov.uk but 
always drive to the actual signs at the 
bridge. If your height is more than i 6’3” 
you will need to check your route with 
the relevant traffic authorities.

On board the 
cruise ship fit 
for a queen 


A LUXURY liner once 
chartered by the Queen as 
an 80 th birthday present to 
herself made her stately 
way around the county’s 
coast on her last voyage of 
the year.

expensively furnished cabins, an 
observation conservatory, bar, din¬ 
ing room with captain’s table and a 
well-stocked library. 

Crew and stewards almost match 
the numbers of guests aboard the 
boat, which is subjected to top secu¬ 
rity. 

Royal insiders say the Hebridean 
Princess is the Queen’s top choice 
when it comes to floating holidays, 
following the decommissioning of 
the royal yacht Britannia a decade 
ago. 

Royal watchers were stunned 
when the Queen arrived for the 
cruise. She was so thrilled she 
walked up the gangplank in 
trousers - a very rare appearance in 
public in such informal attire. 

The man at the helm is Captain 
Ian Stevenson - himself a native 
Scotsman who wears a kilt to formal 
gala occasions on his ship and 
ensures the haggis is properly 
‘addressed’ in traditional Robert 
Burns fashion. 

“This is certainly no ordinary 
cruise ship, it is the best of the best,” 
said Capt Stevenson who has also 


worked as an officer on massive oil 
tankers. 

“Our cruises are for discerning trav¬ 
ellers who appreciate real luxury.” 

The Hebridean Princess was once 
a car ferry plying the rough and 
stormy seas from the island of Oban 
to Mull. 

She used to carry 600 passengers 
rather than the 49 paying guests 
she can currently accommodate. 

Capt Stevenson added: “She is a 
very traditional ship but she han¬ 
dles beautifully with manual bridge 
controls - rather than push buttons. 

“Her size and the small launches 
she carries mean many beaches 
inaccessible to other vessels are eas¬ 
ily within our reach. 

“We can go to some of the most 
beautiful and remote of parts of 
Britain which other ships just can¬ 
not get to.”

More freight 
to move onto 
the Chunnel

CHANNEL Tunnel operator 
Eurotunnel has welcomed the 
takeover of one of Britain’s biggest 
rail distribution companies, EWS, 
by the German national train firm 
Deutsche Bahn. 

Soon after the move was announced, EWS 
said it would be trebling freight through the 
Chunnel, taking it back up to around three 
million tonnes a year by 2009 - roughly the 
same as the late 90s when it was at its peak. 
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A Eurotunnel spokesman said: ‘We wel¬ 
come this news of course. Freight will be 
arriving by rail from as far north as 
Grangemouth taking many lorries off the 
road. 

“That will cause a massive reduction in 
greenhouse gases and will free up the 
roads.” 

A spokesman for EWS said: “Pricing 
through the Channel Tunnel is being made 
very much more attractive for freight from 
the start of 2008. Tonnage will increase 
accordingly” 

Deutsche Bahn has announced its inten¬ 
tion to join Rail Team, an alliance of high¬ 
speed train providers across Europe. 

It will allow passengers in Kent to buy a 
single ticket at Ebbsfleet for any city in 
Europe, which has a high-speed service. 
Timetables will be aligned to make trans¬ 
fers easier. 

The Eurotunnel spokesman said: “This 
will make cross-Europe travel so simple. 
Talks are still continuing to make this a 
reality” 

The German company has denied claims 
it will be setting up passenger services in 
the UK to rival Eurostar. 

A spokesman said: “It is simply not true. 
We are looking to join Rail Team, so there

will be no need for German trains to run 
through the Kent countryside.” 

Eurostar said it would welcome competi¬ 
tion, but also denied Deutsche Bahn was 
intending to put their trains on UK tracks. 

A spokesman said: ‘We are all in talks to 
form Rail Team which will make ticketing, 
timetabling, and signage in all high-speed 
terminals easier to use. 

“There will be an estimated 25 million 
people using a seamless European-wide 
high speed network by 2010 ” 

The high-speed line from St Pancras to 
Paris was recently completed with the 
opening of the £180 million Ebbsfleet ter¬ 
minal near Gravesend, making it possible 
to reach Paris in just over two hours using 
the 186mph trains.

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New nuclear plant 
plan for Dungeness

BRITISH Energy has ear¬ 
marked Dungeness for a new 
nuclear power station. 

Along with the Kent site, existing nuclear 
stations at Sizewell in Suffolk, Hinkley in 
Somerset and Bradwell in Essex, are 
among those likely to have new reactors. 

The electricity company’s proposals 
depend on the outcome of the Government’s 
decision on the future of nuclear power, 
which is due next year. 

A British Energy spokeswoman said that 
if the go-ahead was given, a Dungeness C 
would be a likely and preferred outcome. 

Concerns have been raised that nuclear 
power stations on the coast could be at risk 
from rising sea levels and increasingly 
heavy spells of rain. 

But a new report by the Halcrow Group 
engineering consultancy, for the company, 
claimed new stations could be “a feasible 
option” if flood defence and coastal protec¬ 
tion measures were used. 

The Halcrow report said current engi¬ 
neering methods could ensure the sites 
were robust enough against climate change 
for the foreseeable future. 

Environmental campaigners spoke out 
against the plans, calling for more research 
and funding for renewable energy sources. 

A spokesman for Friends of the Earth said: 
“It’s crazy to build a new generation of reac¬ 
tors that will create even more radioactive 
waste and be a major terrorist target when 
we can meet our power needs, maintain 
energy security and tackle climate change 
through a comprehensive programme of 
renewables, energy efficiency and cleaner 
carbon technology.” 

British Energy has signed an agreement 
with National Grid for each of the existing 
four sites including Dungeness for grid 
access from 2016 onwards. 

Bill Coley, British Energy’s CEO, said: 
“Our existing sites all have potential for 
replacement nuclear and indeed we have 
suitable land at all locations.” 

At the Romney Marsh site, Dungeness A 
was closed at the end of last year, but 
Dungeness B is not due to be decommis¬ 
sioned until 2018. 

Dungeness C would be a new station built 
on land nearby and would not involve re¬ 
opening A or keeping B open. 

Nuclear waste from Dungeness is cur¬ 
rently disposed of in Sellafield in Cumbria. 

The Government has signalled it intends 
to allow the building of more nuclear plants 
to avoid being reliant on buying in energy 
from other countries, such as Russia.

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Patients queue for casualty 


AMBULANCES had to queue 
outside casualty departments at 
two hospitals because of bed 
shortages, a Tory MP has claimed. 

Greg Clark, the MP for 
Tunbridge Wells, was told of the 
situation when he met with emer¬ 
gency care staff and the new 
chairman of Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
George Jenkins, last week. 

He said he had seen patients 
and ambulances being made to 
wait outside the casualty unit at 
Maidstone and Kent and Sussex 
hospitals because there were not 
enough beds to admit patients. 

“A&E consultants I have spoken 
to are clear - the previous man¬ 
agement closed too many beds, 
and now there are simply not 


enough to cope with the number 
of people needing them.” 

At the meeting with Mr 
Jenkins, Mr Clark was joined by 
Tonbridge and Mailing Tory MP, 
Sir John Stanley 

Mr Clark said he backed Sir 
John’s fight to get beds re-opened 
at Tonbridge Cottage Hospital to 
ease the situation. 

Mark Atkinson, the trust’s gen¬ 
eral manager for emergency serv¬ 
ices, blamed the bed shortage on 
unexpectedly high demands on 
A&E at Kent and Sussex Hospital 
last week. 

He said a small number of 
minor cases stayed in ambulances 
for up to 30 minutes and some 
patients were diverted to 
Maidstone.

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Rib op to ‘save’ 
singer’s career

SIX years ago, opera singer 
Maria Field came to the 
crushing realisation that 
she would never be able to 
sing again. 

A rare condition that meant the 
Margate mother-of-three grew an 
extra pair of ribs at the top of her 
ribcage, causing her neck to swell 
and leaving her unable to sing, 
looked to have put a premature end 
to her stage career. 

Having long ago given up on ever 
singing again, the soprano-turned- 
care worker has had her hopes rekin¬ 
dled after undergoing pioneering 
surgery. 

Speaking to KOS Media, Mrs Field, 
43, said her condition, known as cer¬ 
vical rib, had confounded specialists 
for years and left her heartbroken. 

“About six years ago I got this 
swelling around my neck and I had 
to stop singing,” she said. “It was 
making my voice wobbly, like I was 
trying to sing with a sore throat. 

“I would try to sing at home and it 
wouldn’t work. I knew something 
was wrong but I kept trying. 

“I went to specialists and they 
thought it was a throat problem

because that is what it looked like. 

“I had to stop thinking about it. I 
couldn’t listen to music, I had a whole 
music room full of operas and I could¬ 
n’t listen to them.” 

Mrs Field, who lives with husband 
Andrew, a voice coach whom she met 
when they shared the stage in her 
first-ever production, is currently at 
home recovering from the second of 


two operations to remove the spare 
ribs. The surgery is very complex and 
the doctor who performed the opera¬ 
tion, leading vascular surgeon John 
Thompson, was one of only a handful 
in the UK could carry it out. 

Mrs Field’s diagnosis followed a 
lifetime of uncertainty about her 
health. 

She remembers her mother taking 
her to the doctor when she was just 
seven or eight years old because she 
suspected she had a heart condition, 
but this was not the case. 

“I thought I was just a very weak 
person. I’d lose my breath when I 
walked short distances. 

“For years nobody knew what was 
wrong with me. I was left thinking I 
had some problem disease that they 
couldn’t diagnose.” 

With the help of Andrew, she is now 
hoping to resume her singing career, 
but she knows it will take time to 
retrain her voice. 

She added: “I have started to work 
on my singing again, but I want to 
give myself between six months and 
a year to get my breathing back up, 
and then I’ll think about going for 
auditions. 

“Still part of me now is scared of 
wanting it too much.”

WELCOME to Sierra Leone’, says 
the Ministry of Tourism and 
Culture billboard. ‘Land of sun¬ 
shine, magnificent white, sandy 
beaches and hospitable people.’ 

Sierra Leone has sunshine in searing quan¬ 
tities. Hospitable the people most certainly 
are. The white, sandy beaches and palm trees 
are there as well. This, after all, is the para¬ 
dise in which the original Bounty Bar advert 
was shot. 

But the Ministry sign alongside the slipway 
from the ferry is dilapidated, the white, sandy 
beaches are scarred with pollution and rub¬ 
bish and the natural hospitality of wonderful 
people is limited by abject poverty. Sierra 
Leone is no more prosperous a place to be 
than it was when I first visited the country as 
a new Member of Parliament in the early 
1980s. 

This land has water, fertile soil, a magnifi¬ 
cent coastline, wildlife and vegetation, plus 
rare minerals including diamonds. It ought to 
be not one of the poorest places on earth, but 
one of the wealthiest. Civil war and evil and 
avaricious businessmen and politicians have 
made it otherwise. Our brief, in just a couple 
of days, is to try to make a difference. 

The Westminster Foundation for 
Democracy flew the four of us, Labour, 
Liberal, Conservative and a Member of the 
Scottish Parliament, to Sierra Leone to meet 
with their newly elected MPs and to share 
with them our experiences and thoughts as to 
how the political system might better work. 

Emerging from 10 years of terrifying and 
most brutal civil war, during which appalling 
atrocities were committed, the rebuilding 
process has begun. When I was last here four 
years ago, seeing men and women and chil¬ 
dren with arms and legs, or both, amputated 
in reprisal attacks was commonplace. 

The city was scarred with gaping holes

where a teenage self-styled ‘Colonel’ describ¬ 
ing himself as ‘The Head of Burning 
Operations’ had, with his gang of drink and 
drug-crazed supporters, torched building 
after building. The clearance work has start¬ 
ed, but with no money and no resources 
where do you begin? The answer, of course, is 
slowly and by hand, but progress is tortuous 
and painful. 

From the end of the civil war the country 
was ruled by the Sierra Leone Peoples Party 
(SLPP). Presidential elections in August and 
September of this year peacefully delivered a 
change to an All Peoples Congress (APC) 
Executive President, Ernest Koroma, and a 
coalition majority in the 124-seat parliament 
handing control from the SLPP to the APC. 

Elected 

In an unprecedented move, more than 80 of 
the MPs on both sides of the House have been 
elected for the first time. It is against this 
backdrop that we commence our work. 

On Monday morning we arrive at 
Parliament. We slog through the role of an 
MP, Private Members Bills, Select 
Committees, holding the executive to account, 
the whips and discipline. I get few thanks 
from the new Leader of the House and his 


Chief Whip for telling this largely novice par¬ 
liamentary audience that they are there to 
think and act for themselves and not to do as 
they are told. Of 80 present only 30 make the 
difficult journey to our hotel to join us for sup¬ 
per, but the chewing of the political fat 
extends far into the night. 

Day two of two begins with the first sitting 
of the House. The business, the order paper 
tells us, is to approve the appointment of min¬ 
isters and ambassadors. With friends and 
family, the Press and ourselves present, the 
morning ticks away. Behind the scenes, horse¬ 
trading continues. The difficult decision, the 
ratification of a new governor for the bank, is 
kicked into touch until Thursday and, with 
sighs of relief, the remaining posts are con¬ 
firmed. Ambassadors rush for planes and, 
incredibly after this ordeal, 80 or more MPs 
still return to the seminar room. 

Crunch time. The ‘C’ word. We cannot put it 
off any longer. It is corruption, at every level 
from presidents down to the most minor func¬ 
tionary that has crippled Sierra Leone. 
Everyone with the chance is on the take. The 
majority that do not have that chance suffer 
and die. 

We know that we have one hit. With well 
over half the MPs newly elected there is the

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glimmer of a hope that they might seize the 
moment and change the ‘rules’. Not only does 
this suggestion not go down well with the old 
and bold who have done and are doing very 
nicely thank you, out of bribes, but it also 
poses problems for the new. 

In these constituencies MPs are expected to 
hand out money to help bury a family’s dead, 
pay for school uniforms, repair buildings and 
roads and, of course, buy votes or pay off elec¬ 
toral favours. 

On a salary of £300 per month, with no 
access to the internet, secretarial resources, 
office space, travel facilities, accommodation 
costs and the like, the gulf between their pro¬ 
fessional life and our own is beyond imagina¬ 
tion.

We agree with our parliamentary colleagues 
that only direct action from the top, through 
new laws and the personal intervention of 
their president and the speaker of their parlia¬ 
ment, will get the message across throughout 
the land that the gravy train of corruption 
has come to a shuddering halt, and release 
the individual MP from the yoke of economic 
slavery and allow them to do the real job they 
were both elected and want to do. 

Was the visit worth the effort? Yes, of course. 
These are good people and they deserve all the 
support that we can offer them. Did we 
achieve anything? Only time will tell.

MONEY that could be saved by 
scrapping ID cards could provide 
jobs in Kent, according to the 
Green Party. 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Kent 
Green Party, claims the loss of discs 
containing 25 million people’s personal 
data by the Government has “completely 
undermined” the ID card scheme. 

But the Home Office has hit back, with a 
minister telling this newspaper that calls to 
scrap the scheme were “misguided”. 

Mr Dawe said the billions of pounds that 
would be spent on the scheme could instead 
be used for “more rational security 
measures”, including employing more staff 
in HM Revenue and Customs in Kent, as 
well as more police and immigration staff. 

He said: “The Government cut over 
10,000 in jobs 2004-06 as part of the merger 
of Inland Revenue and HM Customs and 
Excise. 

“This has now been shown to be 
disastrous for security with both major and 
minor losses of personal data. 

“Clearly, the Government cannot be 
trusted to run a unified database holding 
all the personal information it has on 
households in the UK.” 

Mr Dawe quoted figures from the London 
School of Economics that suggest the 
introduction of ID cards would cost between 
£10 to 19 billion. 

He contrasted this against the £12 billion 
a year the Government spends on policing. 

“Spending such extra resources on more 
and better tax officials, policing, crime 
prevention, immigration officers and 
improved security for passports would 
make more sense,” said Mr Dawe. 

Terrorism 

“This would have positive implications for 
employment in Kent, especially for the 
Folkestone and Dover areas. 

“All other political parties in Britain, 
other than Labour, are opposed to ID cards. 
It is about time the Government admitted 
they are right and it is wrong.” 

In a letter to Kent on Sunday, the Home 
Office minister Meg Hillier described calls 
for the National Identity Scheme to be 
abandoned as “misguided”. 

She said the scheme would be fully 
security accredited, and an independent 
Scheme Commissioner will oversee its 
operation. 

“The scheme will directly combat the use 
of multiple identities by criminals, which 
facilitates illegal activity such as fraud, 
terrorism, and illegal immigration,” added 
the minister. 

“Yes the scheme is a big project, but it will 
unlock huge benefits for the UK, and the 
rising threat of identity fraud cannot go 
unchallenged.”

Rocker in sick 
tribute to Amy 

Queens singer mocks Rehab song

HEAVYWEIGHT rockers Queens 
of the Stone Age have paid an 
outrageous tribute to the troubled 
soul singer Amy Winehouse. 

The Californian rock band are touring in 
the UK this week and played at Brixton on 
Monday evening. 

During their classic song, Feel Good Hit of 
the Summer, singer Josh Homme broke 
into the verse of Winehouse’s hit Rehab. 

Homme sang: “They tried to make me go 
to rehab, and I said ‘no, no, no’... because 
that’s the kind of guy I am, baby. Rehab? We 
could hang out on the Thursday, but I’m so 
busy. 

“I’m so busy with, with... nicotine, valium, 
vicodin, marijuana, ecstasy and alcohol. We 
could hang out on Friday, but then there’s 
the c-c-c-c-c-cocaine!” 

The Queens song, released in 2000, 
features a repeated list of drugs. The band’s 
producer has described it as a joke that did 
not go down well with American music 
executives. 

Rock bottom 

Winehouse, whose taxi driver father 
Mitchell lives in Gravesend, this week 
cancelled all concerts and public 
appearances for the rest of the year on 
doctor’s orders. 

“The rigors involved in touring and the 
intense emotional strain that Amy has 
been under in recent weeks have taken 
their toll,” said the singer’s spokeswoman 
Tracey Miller. 

“In the interests of her health and well¬ 
being, Amy has been ordered to take 
complete rest and deal with her health 
issues.” 

The decision by the 24-year-old singer 
comes “on the instruction of her doctor,” the 
statement said. 

Her family asked the media to “respect 
Amy’s privacy at this time”. 

Winehouse’s 25-year-old husband, Blake 
Fielder-Civil, was ordered held in custody 
in London earlier this month on charges 
arising from a case in which he is accused 
of assaulting a barman in June. 

Mitchell Winehouse has said he fears his 
daughter will one day “hit rock bottom”.

Not 
just by a few pence, not even in line with 
inflation, but up by as much as 14.5 per 
cent on some tickets. 

When a trip to London on the train costs 
significantly more than going in the car, 
how exactly can the Government claim it 
has a green agenda? 

Fares have been allowed to rise virtually 
unchecked since the railways were 
privatised, but it has reached a point where 
it is simply irresponsible. 

After all, what is the point of a new high¬ 
speed rail link if commuters have been 
priced off the tracks?

THE challenges presented by the 
global economy are much written 
about these days. But don’t kid 
yourself that they are new. 

As a boy I remember 
commentators agonising over 
whether the UK economy could 
withstand the competition from 
the other side of the Atlantic. The 
US economy seemed able to drive 
everything before it and there 
seemed to be no way we could 
compete. But we adapted and 
changed, became better at some 
things and gave up doing others. 

Now US-owned companies 
operate in the UK, Pfizer being 
the obvious example here in Kent, 
because they came to realise they 
needed us and because investing 
in the UK was ‘good business’. 

Twenty-five years ago the 
‘threat’ was the strength of the 
Japanese and German economies. 
Again it seemed as if competing 
against them was beyond us and 
industries like car making would 
die, but again we adapted and 
again they came to realise UK 
workers and enterprise could help 
them to achieve their aims. Now 
German and Japanese companies 
make cars here in the UK. 

Certainly we do live now in a 
global economy, but it is one in 
which we can do very well. The 
UK economy has grown and 
become stronger every year since 
this Government came to power 
and we lead the world league 
table for nations that attract 
inward investment. 

But now the threat some people 
see is China. It is true the growth

of the Chinese economy has 
outstripped the established 
economies by a big margin for 
more than 10 years. They have 
massive resources and they have 
the determination to become the 
biggest economy on the planet. 
But their success does not mean 
we in the UK will be less 
prosperous, it only means we 
must adapt again and work with 
them rather than against them so 
they come to see their success will 
depend on our success. 

If the Chinese economy is to 
continue to grow and if their 
products are to compete in the 
European and US markets they 
will need to build a reputation for 
good design and quality, after-sale 
care and service and innovation. 

They will need strong brands 
and efficient distribution 
networks and they will need to 
develop products that suit the 
tastes of their potential 
customers. All these are areas of 
expertise some UK companies 
specialise in and those companies 
can become the partners of 
Chinese enterprise. Many of those 
companies are here in the South 
East of England and in Kent. 

At present we sell to China a 
little less than £5 billion of goods a 


year but purchase about £15bn 
worth. By partnering with Chinese 
enterprise we can narrow that 
trade gap and grow our prosperity 
just as they grow theirs. 

Last week we read in this paper 
that Commercial Group Properties 
PLC are working with a Chinese 
business, Chinamex, to create a 
China Gateway at Manston. If they 
succeed, it will be home to 
businesses finishing, marketing 
and distributing Chinese goods 
and will create perhaps a thousand 
British jobs in the process. Other 
Chinese companies have already 
recognised the power of having a 
base in South East England. 
Huawei Technologies, which makes 
mobile phones, and the Lifan 
Group, which makes motorcycles, 
are just two already here. 

Seen in this way, the growth of 
the Chinese economy is an 
opportunity rather than a threat. 
But there is another, and veiy real, 
threat we face - climate change. 

The UK is leading the world by 
legally obliging future UK 
governments to aim for at least a 
60 per cent cut in carbon 
emissions by 2050, but there is no 
point us cutting our carbon 
dioxide production if it is simply 
replaced by emissions from 



China. On the other hand, UK 
companies, scientists and 
technologists have expertise in 
making production facilities more 
energy efficient, generating clean 
energy and capturing carbon. 
And we can make this expertise 
available to Chinese enterprises 
as part of the ‘partnership’ I would 
like to see us forming with them. 

This is why, by the time you read 
this, I will be in Shanghai 
speaking at a symposium on the 
Development of the Yangtze River 
Delta. I will be addressing, at the 
invitation of the Shanghai 
Municipal People’s Government, 
Chinese leaders and business 
people about the importance of 
international partnerships if the 
Chinese economy is to continue to 
grow in a sustainable way. 

I will be making the case that 
here in Kent, and all across the 
South East, we have people, 
technology and expertise that can 
help them flourish and by 
providing these services to them 
we will flourish too. It will be win- 
win both for the South East of 
England and for the people of 
China.

Inaction not an option 

Calls for the National Identity Scheme to be 
abandoned are misguided. 

The National Identity Register will, just as 
with the current passport database, hold core 
identity information. It will not be an 
amalgam of all existing government data. It 
will not hold tax, benefit or other financial 
records. The scheme will be fully security 
accredited, and an independent Scheme 
Commissioner will oversee its operation. 

Enrolment on the scheme cannot become 
universally compulsory until a further Act of 
Parliament has been passed. In the 
meantime ID cards will be issued to foreign 
nationals and after that to British citizens. 
The move to strengthen the security of 
identity documents using fingerprints and 
facial biometric technology is a global one, 
with countries around the world moving to 
add fingerprints to passports. The scheme is 
building therefore on measures that we and 
our partners are already investing in such as 
immigration documents and passports which 
include fingerprints on a chip. 

The scheme will directly combat the use of 
multiple identities by criminals, which 
facilitates illegal activity such as fraud, 
terrorism, and illegal immigration. It will do 
this by linking one set of fingerprints to one 
set of biographical information on separate 
secure databases, for adults resident in the 
UK - including foreign nationals. By including 
biometrics it will be possible to link a person 
securely and reliably to his or her unique 
identity. It will therefore become much more 
difficult for people to misuse another person’s 
identity even if full details of other people’s 
biographical information was already known. 

Yes the scheme is a big project, but it will 
unlock huge benefits for the UK, and the 
rising threat of identity fraud cannot go 
unchallenged. I have yet to hear realistic 
alternatives to what we are proposing - doing 
nothing is not an option.

The dubious and risky plans of KCCC 
would, according to reports, involve 
borrowing some £3 million over and above 
the receipts from selling off the land. The 
cost of redevelopment is likely to increase 
and given the present mayhem in the 
financial markets and Kent’s not having 
two pennies to rub together, it could turn 
out a major disaster. 

A members’ meeting to explain the 
implications of the proposed debt should be 


held in Canterbury, the centre of Kent 
cricket, with ready access for the majority of 
those members most concerned. 

The membership should have got rid of the 
present administration long ago. 

It is top heavy: Sussex does far better than 
Kent on half the staff. Kent could improve its 
financial position by running more events on 
the many non-cricket days and by placing 
more emphasis on developing local talent. 
This would create greater interest and reduce 
expense on overseas players. 

A housing estate on the practice ground 
and principal car park severely limits any 
possibility of staging lucrative one-day 
internationals; there is still no decision on a 
replacement practice ground. 

Non-cricket business is affected too, with 
clients already choosing alternative venues 
with better facilities. 

Is Canterbury sufficiently prosperous and 
large enough to sustain another hotel? Could 
a minimum 60 per cent occupancy be 
maintained over 12 months on that site? 

The bulldozers will ruin one of the most 
picturesque and traditional cricket grounds 
in the world while Canterbury City Council 
chose to ignore the nightmare traffic 
conditions that this scheme would generate 
on the Old Dover Road.

So, three generations after the launches of 
the pivotal Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V 
compact SUVs (sport utility vehicles), the 
German marque has countered with a version 
of its own - the Tiguan. 

Available to order now (priced £19,370- 
23,750) and due in February, the car was 
worth waiting for though, with sharp yet 
butch styling, exemplary safety, powerful 
technical detailing - including a new genera¬ 
tion common rail diesel - and the additional 
cachet of the VW badge. 

All versions come with VW’s 4Motion ‘intelli¬ 
gent’ four-wheel drive, but buyers needing 
more serious off-road ability will be able to opt 
for a special Escape trim. 

The other three trims - S, SE and Sport - 
have a front end biased towards on-road 
applications and having an 18-degree angle

of approach. 

Escape trim brings a shorter overhang, radi¬ 
ator grille and sump guards, hill descent con¬ 
trol and a compass as well as a 28-degree 
angle of approach.

SMALL cars have to be more than 
that now. 

BMW’s 21st centuiy MINI and its Italian 
equivalent, the reborn Fiat 500 due in January, 
show that small cars are fast becoming fashion 
statements. 

Renault, no stranger to cutting a dash in the 
small car game - remember the original 
Renault 5? - also fancies it can cut it with 
today’s cult cars too by launching the Twingo. 

It is the first time the French marque has 
brought its baby car to the UK. 

The original was launched in 1992, but never 
crossed the Channel because Renault reckoned 
it would cost too much to convert the budget car 
for our right-hand drive market. 

Maybe it was also scared it would eat into UK 
profits on the highly popular Clio. 

The name wasn’t great either - a combination 
of twist, swing and tango - but a few left hook¬ 
ers’ did make it onto UK roads and Renault 
reckons its successor is worth the steering con¬ 
version, especially as it has been dressed to be 
sold as a more premium product. 


Unfortunately, even the flagship GT model 
road tested here is unable to hide its cut-price 
origins as soon as you open the door - the 
handle is just, well, cheap. 

Inside, you are confronted by a dull dash¬ 
board made from hard plastics with a central 
speedo, which cuts the cost of manufacture for 
left and right hand drive markets. 

The MINI, of course, has the same arrange¬ 
ment, but the huge dial is both a classy detail 
and pays homage to the original 60s Mini. 

But the Twingo is at least roomy and flexi¬ 
ble for its size. No pretence is made at being a 
five-seater - unlike some in this class - so the 
car concentrates on looking after four and 
delivering maximum flexibility; both rear 


seats can be slid back and forwards independ¬ 
ently to balance changing needs for legroom 
and boot space. 

Those rear seats are one of the best standard 
features on the two-car range - other goodies 
include alloys, front foglights and electric front 
windows - but prices start at nearly £8,400 for 
the Dynamique, with the GT costing nearly 
£ 10 , 000 . 

There is a strange logic to the GT though. It 
has an innovative lOObhp turbocharged version 
of the Dynamique’s 75bhp 1.2-litre engine and is 
designed to offer the power of a 1.4, the torque or 
pulling power of a 1.6 and the economy of a 1.2. 

And it delivers on all three counts, while the 
chassis mixes cornering verve with decent ride

quality for such a short car. Were it not for the 
slightly vague gear shift, the GT would be a 
decent small hot hatchback. 

But I can’t see this little car being a big 
seller here until prices come down; my bet 
is that we will see cheaper Twingo models 
when Renault starts to phase out the old Clio 
Campus, especially as the new baby is built 
in Slovenia with all the benefits of lower local 
labour costs. 

Then we might see the real deal.

Little smart’s second start 




LIKE an athlete given a dressing 
down for jumping the gun, 
Daimler-Benz has left the blocks 
cleanly at the second attempt with 
its two-seat smart city car. 

The cube-like baby, which arrived here in 
2000, was an impressive congestion and 
pollution busting town runabout, but still 
almost as flawed as it was brilliant. 

The follow-up ‘Mark IT launched in 
September looks much the same, but is frac¬ 
tionally bigger and a far better prospect. 

I went to a launch event for the new car 
where former Formula One champion Niki 
Lauda was wheeled in for some orchestrated 
banter about the new car. 

Lauda is now a highly respected businessman 
in his native Austria and, through his car hire 


company, a major smart customer with strong 
views to share on what needed improving. 

“Ah, but ve have done everyzing that you ask 
Niki, ha ha” was the gist of the response from 
Daimler-Benz top brass onstage with him, but 
there was just a hint of gritted teeth about the 
whole exercise. 

Or maybe it was just a sign of the fabled 
German humour bypass. 

Anyway, the car’s compact, but rather rau¬ 
cous, three-cylinder engine has been re¬ 
worked and refined. 

The automatic gearbox is also better, so you 
and your passenger no longer look like two 
nodding dog ornaments when accelerating in 
fully auto mode. 

OK, the car’s short wheelbase still allows a 
bit of pitching when the ‘box shifts up, but the 
smart’s convenience in stop-start town traffic 
easily outweighs this. 


Out on the open road though, you are better 
off using manual select and soon start to 
smooth things out, with practice, and enjoy the 
little car’s much improved ride and handling 
helped by the higher 71bhp tune of the rear- 
mounted 999cc engine - it also comes in 61bhp 
or turbocharged 84bhp form. 

While the previous car felt like a Tardis, its 
replacement is even better and the interior is 
better arranged and higher quality too - no 
more wobbly pods on the dashboard and a 
good standard spec. 

And we’ve now got a proper boot, with 
roll-top parcel shelf and two-part opening. 

For light items, you simply lift the glass 
upper tailgate; if loading bulkier stuff, you 
then drop the main tailgate. 

Unfortunately, the small matter of a 20cm 
increase in length has stolen away one of the 
smart’s great publicity stunts - the ability to 


park nose or tail in to the kerb. It just seems to 
jut out that bit too far for comfort now. 

Interestingly, while we were filming our test 
car in and around Hythe - see the smart road 
test on Motors TV at www.carsforkent.co.uk or 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk - and coming to the 
conclusion that this ability had been lost, 
we also found a household that loved its smart 
car so much that it had a special tailored park¬ 
ing slot, off the main driveway housing two 
normal-size cars. 

It underlined how some families see it as the 
perfect shopping ‘trolley 5 and a decent space¬ 
saving second car, but prices start at nearly 
£7,000 - the same amount buys a decent four- 
seat city car like the excellent Fiat Panda. 

On the other hand, with the global warming 
and urban congestion debates shifting up a 
gear, it could be the little smart’s big moment 
- at last.

‘We have contributed £2.5 million towards 
the current development of Crystal Palace 
National Sports Centre, which includes 
upgrades of the facility’s swimming and 
diving facilities. 

“Our job is to sustain and increase partici¬ 
pation in community sport. This means 
investing Lottery and public money wisely 
into projects and facilities which provide 
sporting opportunities for as many people as 
possible. 

‘We do not award funding to individuals or 
performance athletes.”

The pool is due to reopen in June, but with¬ 
out emergency funding Snode is unsure if the 
CPDI will still exist by then. 

Faced with a monthly wage bill running

Despite this, last month 
he was forced to make his 
first redundancy, former 
France national coach 
Alex Rochas. 

He said: “There is a real 
possibility we will not 
make it to June. Every¬ 
thing is sliding, it’s like a 
snowball building momen¬ 
tum and we are trying to 
stop it standing on ice.” 

So far, the talent identifi¬ 
cation programme has 
uncovered 400 gifted 
youngsters with potential 
of competing at the top 
level.

THE bleak situation at the Crystal 
Palace Diving Institute has dipped 
to the point where plans to screen 
hundreds of Kent school children 
for talent has been suspended. 

Last month, Kent on Sunday revealed how 
the institute was under threat after the 
Crystal Palace pool complex was shut down 
in September with the discovery of asbestos. 

The institute was forced out and unable 
to use the facility, losing the income from 
its 400 young divers, who have to train 
elsewhere. 

As the only dive centre in the South East 
with 7.5m and 10m boards divers - including 
those from Kent - who compete at those 
heights have to travel as far as Sheffield 
every weekend to practice. 

For the time being, many of the youngsters 
are using diving facilities at Tunbridge Wells, 
but their highest board is five metres and 
they have to dive with the public. 

Ambitious 


The situation has not resolved itself and the 
loss of fees has led to the institute’s director 
Chris Snode suspending the centre’s flagship 
scheme, aimed at finding gifted youngsters to 
nurture into Olympic com¬ 
petitors. 

The ambitious pro¬ 
gramme, which took three 
years to plan, formed part 
of the sport’s preparations 
ahead of the 2012 
Olympics and aimed to 
test 100,000 children 
across south London and 
north Kent. 

A third of the youngsters 
have been tested so far but 
with an uncertain future 
the programme has 
ground to a halt. 

Year three students in 
Bromley were among the 
next batch to be tested.

A STRATEGY to encour¬ 
age more youngsters into 
sport began last week with 
the launch of the biennial 
Kent School Games. 

The games launch day, 
called the ‘mass warm-up’, 
was held at the Astor of 
Hever School in Maidstone 
in which 400 children 
took part in a variety 
of sports, including basket¬ 
ball and boccia, which is 
a game played by disabled 
athletes. 

Also on hand to give tips to 
the youngsteirs was World 
and European Paralympic 
champion, Danny Crates. 

The Kent School Games 
is part of a strategy for the 
2012 London Olympics and 
over the course of the next 
seven months, between 
25,000 and 30,000 young¬ 



sters in the county are 
expected to take part in one 
of the 21 different sports 
available. 

They are open to boys 
and girls aged between 
seven and 15, and are part 
of Kent County Council’s 
plans to entice more young 
people into competitive 
sport. 

The finals take place in 
June next year and will be 
held in 15 facilities at nine 
venues around the county. 

The games is the first of 
its kind to be held the coun¬ 
ty and the largest in the 
South East. 

Cllr Paul Carter, leader of 
Kent County Council, said: 
“I hope the games will iden¬ 
tify one or two Olympic and 
paralympic champions of 
the future.”

ENT have been quite 
shrewd in the last few 
years when appointing 
coaches at the club. 

Graham Ford, director of cricket at the St 
Lawrence ground, declined an offer to take 
over the number one role as coach of India 
earlier this year, while former academy 
director Paul Farbrace took up a position 
this summer as number two at Sri Lanka. 

Former Kent wicketkeeper Simon Willis 
has progressed through the ranks of the 
club and is now a first team coach, so clear¬ 
ly something must be right at the top. 

Now the county side have continued their 
policy of developing young English talent 
with the appointment of 37-year-old Phil 
Relf as the academy director at Kent. 

The former PE teacher from Borden 
Grammar School in Sittingbourne takes on 
the role after gaining valuable experience 
working for the England and Wales Cricket 
Board (ECB) structuring programmes for 
elite coaches in the game. 

Relf also knows the Kent scene well, 
describing himself as a “Canterbury lad” 
who has been involved with coaching the 
county’s youth sides as well as playing - 
and leading - Kent Premier League side St 
Lawrence and Highland Court. 

The future of Kent’s young cricketers is in 
his hands and his aim is to see some of 
those youngsters go on to achieve as much 
as first team opening batsmen Joe Denly - 
an academy product himself. 

The director, two months into his new 
role, is responsible for 10 players that have 
been identified as the most talented 16 to 
19-year-olds in the county. 

The academy is an ECB programme 
that has been running for six years, with the 
idea being that Relf and his team of coaches 
will provide them with all the tools 
necessaiy to make it into the first 
team at Kent. 

The role is one that Relf has been 
working hard to achieve. 

He told KoS: “There was going to 
be a vacancy here because Farby 
was off to Sri Lanka, so the academy 
director role came up. I had thought 
about - it was almost like the ideal 
job for me as I was keen in being 
involved with Kent. I did a lot of 
work with their youth set-ups and 
county age groups. 

“The academy director job came at 
the right time and I stepped into 
it, so I was very lucky. It is really 
interesting and a big responsibility 
at the same time because the system 
has been set up so well and the lads 
are good lads so it is a lot easier to do 
and is quite enjoyable.”

uch of the winter period 
will be spent working out 
timetables for the young 
cricketers, who have to 
juggle school work with training and 
for some of them, playing cricket for 
England. 

Academy players Sam Northeast 
and Alex Blake both tasted first- 
class cricket with Kent last season 
and have been rewarded with call¬ 
ups to the England Under-19 World 
Cup squad. 

The difficulty for Relf is in balanc¬ 
ing their timetable to ensure they 


are fresh and ready for the start of 
the summer. 

‘We are quite keen that they are 
not playing cricket 24-7, because you 
can get that burn out and then they 
are not fresh,” he said. 

“The challenge we have in 
England is that the majority of the 
other Test nations can train outdoors 
for nine months of the year, whereas 
we have six months indoors and 
what we have to try and do is simu¬ 
late match play in the hall. 

“It is trying to somehow make the 
most of what we have indoors so 
that it does replicate what happens 
outside, but it is a challenge because 
of the surfaces and what you are 
surrounded by.” 

Part of the academy director’s 
responsibility is coaching and run¬ 
ning the second team. It will give 
Relf a chance to see how his young¬ 
sters perform against senior profes¬ 
sionals in tough match situations. 

He said: ‘What we have at Kent 
now with a smaller staff is a real 
opportunity. I think in the past, 
second-team cricket was probably 
dominated by seven or eight senior 
players and then you would have a 
couple of younger lads. 

“With fewer staff we have been able 
to put out a younger second team and 
the majority of our academy lads 
played this year which is a great 
learning experience. We learn a lot 


about them quite early on. The policy 
of playing a young second team mixed 
with a couple of senior players can 
only benefit them and it will be inter¬ 
esting to see the results next year. 

‘Winning the second-team cham¬ 
pionship is not a priority, but devel¬ 
oping those young players is and I 
think they have been given an 
opportunity here that they might 
not have got elsewhere.”

I ^Boston Red Sox baseball team 
and spending time with former 
England fast-bowling coach Kevin 
Shine, Kent’s Graham Ford and 
Zimbabwean David Houghton. 

He said: “I have heard someone say 
there is no such thing as overcoach¬ 
ing - instead there is bad coaching. 
We have got to be better at coaching 
people how to win matches, how to 
hit the ball into gaps, rather than 
looking so importantly at their top 
hand grip and the high elbow. 

“I think we need to get players to 
adapt to match situations a lot quicker 
because some kids have a good sense 
of match situations and as coaches we 
have to try and foster that. 

‘We have got to be really careful 
that we allow players to express 
themselves, because cricket is so 
individual.”

Senior p la yers ‘react weir to 
Stimson’s new fitness regime 


GILLINGHAM’S new backroom 
staff have blamed the culture at 
the club for poor fitness levels 
and admitted they were shocked 
at the state of the players’ condi¬ 
tion when they arrived. 

Manager Mark Stimson fired a broad¬ 
side, threatening players with an exit from 
Priestfield if they fail to meet his standards. 

The shake-up began last weekend when 
he dropped senior players Steve Lomas, 
captain Andrew Crofts, Delroy Facey, Gary 
Mulligan and David Graham for the visit of 
Hartlepool United. 

When Stimson took over as Gills manag¬ 
er last month, the players were less fit than 
the squad he left behind at non-league 
Stevenage Borough, according to new fit¬ 
ness coach Danny Ellis. 

Ellis followed Stimson from Stevenage as 
part of the manager’s plans to change the 
culture at Gillingham. 

After working with Stimson at Grays 
Athletic and Stevenage, Ellis was surprised 
at the fitness levels he found when they 
moved to their first league club. 

He said: “The fitness we required when we 
were at Grays and Stevenage was phenom¬ 
enal. Because we came from a Conference 
background, when you jump two divisions 
you think it is going to be better - but it is 
not. At the end of the day, the players are 
human beings, they have not looked after 
themselves fitness-wise, so that’s why we 
are here and we should kick on now. 

“Our fitness regime was a lot higher but 
that’s not disrespecting the players here, if 
they have not been shown how to do it 
that’s not their fault.” 

To turn the issue around, Ellis is working 
on improving the players’ base fitness with 
weights, conditioning and diets. He alluded 
the players were not taking on enough fluids 
- a fundamental part of professional sport. 

Once they have reached a satisfactory 
level, the squad will undergo sessions to 
improve their sharpness.

Unorthodox 


Ellis believes attitudes and fitness levels 
are improving, but warned it will take time 
before the players are in the sort of shape 
Stimson demands from his players. 

It is hoped the intensive work will start to 
pay off over the Christmas period. Gills play 
four games in 12 days and a good run could 
have a dramatic impact on their season. 

Ellis said: 4£ We are strong on maintaining 
fitness through the season - the players 
become fitter, they recover better and the sec¬ 
ond half of the season is when we kick on.” 


The new era has already heralded 
changes, with a change in personnel and a 
complete backroom reshuffle with the intro¬ 
duction of assistant manager, Scott Barrett. 

The team were put through their paces this 
week and Stimson told KoS he was happy 
with the reaction from his senior players. 

Ellis and Stimson have known each other 
for more than 20 years, playing football 
together as youngsters. They separated when 
Stimson began his playing career, but reunit¬ 
ed more than a decade later when he got his 
first managerial post, at Grays Athletic. 

Ellis, by that stage a personal trainer, 
started to work on improving the players’ 
fitness and the duo have worked togeth¬ 
er ever since. 

After training footballers for four 
years, Ellis is certain his methods work 
and is in no doubt about how important 
fitness has become in the modern game. 

He said: “It is a bit unorthodox, some of 
the players wonder why we do it but we 
know it works, we have done it before - 
it’s tried and tested. Once you get the 
players on your side, they start winning 
games and start feeling fitter and 
stronger, which will happen without 
doubt, then you have got a strong team. 

“One of the main aspects of clubs not 
doing well is their level of fitness. We are 
getting there but you need to let people

like me come in and do their work. Then we 
blend it with the football so you become a 
complete athlete, not just a good footballer, 
and that’s what the sport is turning into 
now.”
